School Board 
Ponders Future

The Crawford AuSable 
Board of Education met 
last Thursday to discuss 
the school’s financial 
problem, a dilemma caused 
by the failure of the last 
millage vote three days 
earlier. 

The board approved a 
motion that assistance 
superintendent, Paul Lerg, 
allowed to borrow 
without competitive bid- 
ding against anticipated 
state aid, an amount not to 
exceed $540,000. If o.k’d, 
this would allow schools to 
operate through October. 
The loan would be at an in- 
terest rate not to exceed 
8% annum. 

More than 100 concerned 
citizens heard the board 
outline three future millage 
alternative. Voters could 
be offered the same millage 
proposale that has already 
failed twice (18.9 mills) or a 
reduced package which 
would be a 15.65 renewal 
plus 2.25 —_ addtional, 
bringing the total to 17.90 
mills. The last alternative 
is to go to the voters with 
just the renewai. 

“T don’t recommend we 
come back to the voters 
with the same proposal, 
since it’s already failed 
twice,’ remarked school 
superintendent, Dr. Wil- 
liam Diedrich. He ex- 
plained that there was no

operate on 7.1 mills (county 
allocated). He said another 
vote should be scheduled 
as soon as possible, the 
earliest being October 8th, 
a date agreed upon later in 
the session. 

“Students must attend 
school for 180 days a 
year,’ said Diedrich. “If 
our doors close we must 
make up those days and 
this could mean no holiday 
vacations, and_ besides 
that, we could even go into 
the summer and attend 
school on weekends as 
well.” 

The school system has a 
staff of 175. If the schools 
close due to another 


millage defeat, many of 
these will be unemployed. 
This would cost taxpayers 
$17,000 a week. 

“If the schools close it 
will destroy confidence in 
the school system, the 
climate in the community, 
and for these reasons we're 
taking every step possible 
so we don’t have to close 
our doors,” Diedrich ex- 
plained. 

After a lengthy discus- 
sion by the board mem- 
bers, and after listening to 
opinions expressed by 
members of the public in 
attendance, the board 
decided to return to the 
voters October 8th an op-

This is not a new message for Al 
Neuharth to deliver; he has spread the 
same or similar gospel on every suitable 
occasion. Nor is it a new alarm concerning 
Michigan newspapers for the first time; 
more and more newspapers are running 
into limitations on the right to gather and 
publish information vital to the public. 
That’s what scares the industry so much. 

But a convention at Mackinac Island 
cannot be all work and no play, and the 
MPA meeting certainly wasn’t. After all, 
with the rates at the Grand Hotel being 
what they are, even newspaper people 
shouldn’t be expected to skip all the fun.
